In a letter that Mr. G. M. 
Ballard had published in the Mt. 
Vernon Signal last week, he 
staged that Cam MuUins had a 
sister that had received help 
from the connty for her daughter 
who is now in thea.sylum. 1 am 
sorry to be dragged into an elec- 
tion and it is embarrassiug and 
hamiliating to me to have pub 
lished in the paper that I had 
received assistance fron the 
county for the benefit ( f my 
daughter. In a way it is true: 
I am the widow of John C. Mul- 
lins, who was murdered at 
Stearns, Ky., when Deputy 
United States Marshall he was 
attempting to make an arrest 
At his death, I was left to supi)oit 
a family of five children, which 
by the hardest I have done. My 
oldest daughter was away from 
home, but on account of her 
health I had to brinjr her back. 
She was in destitute condition 
when she came back home and 
almost wiUiont clothai. Mr. Bal- 
lard came to ino and proposed to 
furnish her $10 00 with which to 
buy clothing and other things 
that^she needed at the time^ and 
Insisted that I accept it, and be 
lieving that he was making the 
oiTer in good faith, and because 
of my condition and the destitute 
condition of my daughter, I did 
accept the assistance for her 
that he ofifered. I did not think 



assistance for th > pti(p<!se ei 
bringing the matter into tliis 
election, and I am surprisetl at 
his doing so My brother Cam 
knew nothing !.a bout my rccei\ 
ing this help for my daughter. 
I did not call on him to help my 
daughter, but since I have been a 
widow he h is h(>I[>ed me and my 
children in different wr.ys and 
has been kind aiui con.^iucr.ite of 
the wants of all of us.
